LONDON, Dec, 27 (Canadian Ane 
sociated Press)—Although a decision 
has not been reached on the proposal 
for the sending of another Canadian 
division to the front, organization of a 
division Is being completed.

Sponse obtained in the matter of re- 
crulting in Canada. ror the present, 
however, the Canadian divisions now 
on the firtng line will be maintained 
there and their establishments kept 
up to full strength, All this informa- 
tion was given the Canadian Assoclat- 
og. Frees from an authoritative source 
oday. 

An adjustment of the representation 
of battalions in France from the 
various provinces in Canada, is to be 
undertaken, for the purpose of mak- 
ing distribution more equal in propor- 
tion to the number of men recruited. 
To accomplish this, two or more units 
from the same province, district or 
city will be amalgamated or combined, 
Experience has shown that a more ef- 
ficent and satisfactory service may be 
maintained by the system of relnfore- 
ing depleted battalions with men re- 
eruited from the same territory or 
province as that in which the batta- 
Now originated, With that in view 
the present redistribution is to be 
made, Moreover, it is felt that the 
new men may feel more at home if 
they are sent to units recruited in 
their own provinces. 

At the present time Quebec and 
British Columbia have the larger re- 
presentation of battalions in France, 
in proportion to the number of men 
recruited from them, than any of the 
other provinces, in fact it has been 
necessary to draw reinforcements for 
these battalions from other centres. 
An effort is being made to equalize the 
representation and replace those thus 
absorbed. Complete units from On- 
tario and from Nova Scotia are likely 
to be sent to France. One of the units 
from Ontario will probably be com- 
manded by Lieut.-Colonel Sam Sharpe, 
It is quite possible the senior batta- 
lion of Nova Scotia Highlanders will 
be sent forward to give Nova Scotia 
additional and merited representation 
on the firing line. 


IS SENT UP ON

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The president of the Turkish 
committee of deportations has been 
disclosing the common ideals — of 
the Kulturbund. The Germans, 
he says, desire the survival of none 
but Germans in their conquered 
territory, and the Turks intend 
that none but Turks shall be left 
in their part of the world. 


What has been and is going on 
in Belgium and Armenia fully 
substantiates this declaration of 
policy. Berlin's ideal is not simply 
a world dominated by Germany, 
but a German world, in thought, 
sentiment and purpose. — [or the 
sake of securing its assistance, 
Turkey is allowed to suppose for 
the time that in this Germanized 
world jt will be provided a corner 
where it may carry out a parallel 
course of exterminating all races 
but the Turk. 

This policy of ‘‘thorough”’ is 
the only one by which  Berlin’s 
plan for world power could be 
given hope of permanency. Other 
world empires have perished — be- 
cause they allowed foreigners to 
live and multiply, either inside or 
outside their dominions, and in 
course of time these, foreigners 
vot numerous enough and strong 
enough to rise in rebellion or to 
make sueeessful invasion and 
sinash the empires. 


William the Murderer does not 
intend that his world empire shall 
meet the like fate. Tis plans are 
to exterminate as he goes, thus 
cleaving the conquered territory 
for repeopling by Germans. It is 
not simply the subjugation of 
other nations to Germany that he 
aims at, but the annihilation of 
foreign raees as the German boun- 
davies are advaneed So, by 
keeping his empire not only pre- 
dominantly German, but practical- 


ly exelusively of German — blood, 
he hopes to secure the unity of 
sentiment and interest which 


would make it endure for all time, 
That is the poliey that is being 
carried out in Belgium, in Poland, 
in the occupied portion of France, 
in Serbia, and whieh the Turks 
are emulating in Armenia, 

It is time that the Allied nations, 
and neutral nations as well, un- 
derstood from the evidence of the 
facts before their eyes that tae 
issue of this war is not merely the 
loss or preservation of national 
liberty, but that it involves the ex- 
termination or the continuanee of 
the to which those nations 
belong. ‘The fate that has — be- 
fallen Belgium is not a bit differ- 
ent to the fate that awaits every 
other péople if Germany triumphs, 
Does anyone suppose, for instance, 
if Germany could make conquest 
of Great Britain that the British 
people would not be mown down 
by machine guns, starved, enslay 
ed, abused and degraded in every 
conceivable way—all with the 
deliberate purpose that the race 
should be so depleted in numbers 
and so broken in spirit that future 
uprising would be impossible and 
that a ‘‘new country’’ would be 
opened to German colonization !

at which it is coming forward. 
We have three great railway 


systems in the West. One of these 
is admittedly a money iiaker, The 
other two are said to be money 
Beeause they are losing 
money the ery is raised that the 


losers. 


West has too inany railways. But 
when railways are not able to 
carry the traffic offering at the 


time at whieh it should normally 
go forward, there is something to 
be explained when they say they 
are not making money. There is 
no doubt that the farmers are 
losing money in handfuls becasue 
of the car shortage. There is no 
doubt that what the farmers are 
losing the trade of the conntry 
generally is losing. And the loss 
will not be made up by what the 
railway companies will make or 
save. It is a great thing to have 
our present railway mileage in the 
prairie west. But the profits of 
the railways depend on the pro 
gress of the country. The progress 
of the country depends on the 
progress of the farmer, — the 
progress of the farmer depends on 
the profits on his crop, and his 
profits depend on his ability to 
market to advantage, So that 
when the railway fails to place 
the farmers’ crop on the market 
when he needs or wants to yet il 
there, whatever the immediate 
saving or gain may be to the rail- 
way, it is cutting the ground from 
under its own feet, and as well 
from under the feet of the whole 
community. 

There is a car shortage in the 
States because of the abnormal 
business conditions existing there. 


No such conditions exist in 
Canada. There is, therefore, no 
actual car shortage here. The al 
leged shortage is artifielai, not 
actual, and is) established from 
motives that are not related to the 
welfare of the community, and 
especially not the farming por- 


tion of the community. The rail 
way companies do not pretend that 
the business conditions in Canada 
ereate a car shortage. They say 
that the shortage in Canada is be 
cause so many Canadian ears have 


been taken across the line and 
cannot be got baek. There are 
two answers to that statement. 


One is that there being a car short 
age in the States may the Cana- 
dian ears not be there with the 
consent of the Canadian com 
panies, and for a consideration, 
The other is that there are an 
enormous number of United States 
cars in use on Canadian railways. 
It is inconeeivable that with the 
balance of trade so strongly in 
favor of the United States more 
Canadian cars go to the States 
than there are United States cars 
come to Canada, The well-paid 
excuse finders of the railway com- 
panies will have to find something 
better than that to account for the 
present car shortage, and conse- 


quent grain blockade, with huge j 


losses to the business of the coun- 
try in general and to the farmers 
in particular,

TO THE MUNITIONS WORKERS OF CANADA. 


Tne Imperial Minister of liumitions hes 
onvrusted to the manufacturers of Canade and thoir 
work people, the production of an important percent- 
age of the shells which will be used at the front. 

It is vital to the successful prosecution of the war 
that these munitions be delivered weekly es promised. 
The present delivery of shells (save in one size) 

4e below the promised quantity, and the shortage has 
become so serious that it causes grave anxiety. 


If we, who produce munitions at home, are 
to be worthy of the men who have gone to the front, 
we must set aside comfort and ease and personal 
gratification, and give undivided attention to 


munitions output. 


From a personal kmowledge of the need, and 
personel contact with the suffering and the heroism 
of the men in the trenches, I urge the munitions 
workers, whether in tho steel plant, or in the factory, 
to devote themselves with increased cnergy and unstint- 
ed time to the task of additional output. 


Neither the soldier nor the sailor will have 
his New Year's Day free from duty. I appeal to the 
men and to the women engaged in munitions production 
in’Canada, to forego Saturday afternoon, the 30th 
instent, and Monday, New Year's Day, and to continue 
at their work. The sacrifice is small, but to’ those 
who make it will come the satisfaction of having dis- 
charged a clear obligation.
